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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant argues that Yoon's jaw members 341 are not attached or connected to the apparatus 31 0 in any way, shape, or form and thus 
Yoon fails to disclose the applicant's invention as recited in the claims. However, the claims merely require the two jaw members be 
adjacent to the tissue engaging members and being movable independently thereof. Nowhere do the claims require the jaw members being 
"attached to" or "connected to" any of the elements recited in the claims. Regarding the non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection, the applicant further argues that claim 1 0 of the examined application recites subject matter that is patentably distinguishable from 
the subject matter recited in the '124 patent. The applicant points out that claim 10 of the examined application fails to recite an electrode 
as recited in the patent claims. However, it is noted that following the rationale in In re Goodman where applicant has once been granted a 
patent containing a claim for the specific or narrower invention, applicant may not then obtain a second patent with a claim for the generic 
or broader invention without first submitting an appropriate terminal disclaimer. The applicant further argues that the patent claims fail to 
recite tissue engaging members having a distal segment arranged in a general hook or J-shaped configuration..." However, such language 
is recited in claims 4-6 of the '124 patent. 
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
